HE  many  notorious  Examples  of  the 
Mifery  and  Calamity,  which  fooner  or 
later  is  the  natural  Confequence  of  a  vi¬ 
cious  irregular  Courfe  of  Life,  might  be 
fufficient,  (one  would  think)  to  make 
reafonable  Creatures  fearful  of  deviating 
from  the  Paths  of  Virtue  and  Sobriety  ;  or  at  leall 
would  be  .effectual,  to  prevent  the  Perpetration  of  fuch 
unnatural  horrid  Fads,  as  mull  be  (hocking  to  common 
Humanity.  But  the  following  Relation  is  a  melan¬ 
choly  Proof  (too  many  of  which,  we  have  already,)  that 
when  a  Man  has  abandon’d  all  Religious  Principles, 
and  has  fuffer’d  his  deprav’d  Appetites  and  Paffions  to 
govern  his  Reafon,  there  Is  no  Guilt  he  can  be  fecure 
from  involving  himfelf  in,  nor  any  Mifery  that  he  has 
no  Reafon  to  apprehend,  he  may  be  plunged  into.

Mr*  Charles  John  Drew ->  ( the  murder’d  Gentleman) 
was  an  .Attorney  at  Long  Melford>  in  the  County  of 
Suffolk :  He  marry’d  a  Lady  of  fome  Fortune,  hut  as 
npt  fo  fortunate  as  enjoy  that  Harmony  in  his  Family, 
which  is  abfolutely  neceffary  to  the  Happinefs  of  a  mar¬ 
ried  Life.  For,  fome  Time  a  her  his  Marriage,  j.alou- 
iips  ancj  Uneafinefles  arofe  between  him  and  h  Lady, 
which  occafion’d  a  Separation  ;  and  for  feme  r  cars  be¬ 
fore  his  Death,  they  did  not  cohabit  together,  but  liv’d 
in  feparate  Houfes  ;  he  liv’d  at  an  upper  ftoufe  in  Mek- 
ford  Town,  and  fhe  at  another,  call’d  the  lower  Houle  \ 
•yet  the  Old  Gentleman  would  very  frequently  go  thi¬ 
ther,  to  dine  with  his  Son  and  Five  Daughters,  at  which 
Timps  his  Wife  never  ufed  to  appear  ;  and  he  being  a 
Man  of  fome  Severity  in  his  Temper,  feldom  buffer’d 
any  of  the  Family  to  fpeak  to  him,  urdefs  to  Anfwer 
fuch  Queftions  as  he  thought  proper  to  afk.  And  it 
rpay  not  be  improper  here  to  obferve,  that  the  very  Day 
he  was  murder’d,  he  din’d  at  this  Houfe,  with  one 
Mr,  Smith ,  (a  Clergyman)  and  his  Son,  without  break¬ 
ing  one  W ord  to  each  other, 

Jn  this  Manner  rhe  Old  Gentleman  had  liv’d  for  fome 
Years;  and  a?  it  was  his  conftant  Pra&icp  to  make  a 
frefh  Will,  every  other  Year,  and  to  keep  the  old  ones 
Jikewife  in  his  Cuftody,  it  is  imagined  that  the  unhappy 
Son,  upon  fearching  the  Hopfe  after  the  Murder,  found 
them  2II5  and  produced  that  he  lik’d  belt ;  and  which 
happen’d  to  be  one  made  when  he  was  about  11  Years 

Before  fils  Wife  and  he  parted,  he  had  feveral  Chil¬ 
dren  born  ;  all  Daughters  except  this  Son,  and  great,  re¬ 
joicing  was  made  at  his  Birth  ;  but  Family  Difcords 
afterwards  growing  high,  and  Separation  refolv’d  upon, 
therp  was  very  little  Care  taken  of  the  Son’s  Educa¬ 
tion,  who  was  a  compleat  well  made  Youth,  and  the 
pearcr  he  approach'd  Manhood,  the  finer  was  his  Ap¬ 
pearance,  and  thp  more  his  Perfon  was  admir'd,  But 
as  to  his  natural  Capacity,  it  was  dull  and  mean  ;  and 
his  Mind  being  uncultivated,  and  no  Education  given 
fiffn,  as  he  grew  up,  he  became  fo  fordid  and  perverfe 
m  his  Temper,  that  his  Father  prognoftieated  a  few

Months  bcfort  the  CommiHion  of  this  Faff,  (from 
fome  Qbfervations  he  made  on  his  Behaviour)  that  his  Son 
Charles  would  not  die  in  his  Bed5 

He  was  now  about  25  Years  old,  and  having  never 
had  any  Tafte  for  rational  Entertainments,  or  polite  A- 
mufements  (unlefs  Courfmg  and  Poaching  may  be  reck¬ 
on'd  fuqh)  he  was  naturally  led  to  herd  with  mean  People, 
and  with  thofe  of  his  own  Size  of  Underftanding.  By 
this  Means  he  fell  into  bad  Company,  fuch  as  Smugglers, 
Poachers,  Etc.  and  growing  fond  of  Women,  whole 
Characters  were  not  extraordinary,  want  of  Means  to 
fupply  his  Extravagancies,  occafionsd.  it  frequently  to  be 
buzz’d  in  his  Ears  by  his  Companions,  that  ’twas  pity 
his  Father  fhould  poffefs  fo  plentiful  an  Effate,  and  he 
(the  Son)  be  in  continual  Necefilty  for  Money.  Thefe 
Insinuations  firft  put  him  op  meditating  the  horrid  peed, 
and  which  he  foon  after  refolved  to  put  in  Execution. 

For  among  the  many  Women  with  whom  he  kept 
Company,  there  was  one  E  - —  B  —  ,  who  was  Houfe- 
keeper  to  Mr,  R  — ,  and  with  this  Woman  he  feem’d 
to  be  particularly  enamour’d  ;  (he  likewife  appear’d  very 
fond  of  him,  and  after  he  had  been  intimate  with  her 
fome  Time,  fhe  urg’d  him  to  mary  her  5  inlifting  upon 
it,  that  as  he  had  ruin’d  ,  her  Character  and  Reputation, 
he  could  make  her  amends  no  other  Way,  Bctfy  (faicj 
he)  pray  let  us  flay  a  little  longer ,  it  ivill  he  worfle  for  us 
both  if  I  do  it  now ,  for  ‘my  Father  ivill  certainly  diflnherit 
me.  She  upon  this,  faid,  — —  I  wifh  fomebody  would 
jhoot  him  ;  and  accordingly  on  the  ill  of  February  laft, 
the  old  Gentleman  was  found  dead  in  the  Morning  early, 
in  his  dwelling  Houip  in  MR  ford , 

Upon  examining  the  Body,  it  appeared  to  have  been 
{hot.  Whereupon  the  Coroner  was  fent  for  $  a  Jury  was 
fummon’d,  and  on  the  Inquifttion  it  was.  found,  that 
Mr.  Drew  was  (hot  by  a  Perfon  unknown  $  and  that  the 
Gun  had  been  loaded  with  6  irregular  Pieces  of  Lead, 
which  did  not  feem  to  be  caft  for  Bullets ;  three  of  thefe 
Leads  went  quite  through  the  Body  of  the  Deceafed,  and 
The  other  three  remaining  in  his  Body,  were  afterwards 
fx  traded.

Upon  this,  it  being  fufpedled  by  many*.  who  had  en¬ 
quired  into  the  Affair,  that  the  old  Gentleman  was  fhot 

with  one  of  Mr.  R - ’s  Guns,  which  the  faid  Mrs. 

B—  had  in  her  keeping:  Mr.  R - declared,  that 

he  lent  young  Mr.  Drew  the  Gun  to  go  a-£hooting  ; 
and  when  he  heard  he  was  to  be  fubparCd  on  the  Trial 
of  young  Mr.  Drew ,  he  order'd  himfelf  to  be  deny’d, 
and  cime  to  London ,  and  lodg’d  at  M~  ZTs  Coffee- 
Houfe,  in  Sh  — — -  d  Street ,  and  though  He ,  and  Mrs. 

B - 'were  fearch’d  for  there,  by  Virtue  of  a  Search 

Warrant,  yet  they  were  not  to  be  found,  though  they  fre¬ 
quently  vifited  Mr.  C.  Drew  in  Newgate ,  after  his  Ap- 
preheniion  and  being  committed  thither,  and  before  his 
being  carry’d  down  to  Bury  Affizes.

Suffolk,  T  4  Hp  HIS  Examinant  faith,  That  he  ha$ 
to  wit. f  *  *  not  had  any  Converfation  with  any 
4  Perfon  whatfoever,  in  Relation  to  the  Shooting  of  Mr* 
4  Charles  John  Drew $  nor  did  he  ever  fay,  that  he 
4  thought  Humphries  Was  the  Man,  that  fhot  the  faid

But  to  .return  to  Mr.  Charles  Drew  ;  He  had  now 
got  rid  of  his  Father,  and  tho’  he  was  very  unwilling  there 
fhould  be  any  Enquiry  made  after  his  Murderer,  yet  he 
could  not  prevent  the  Coroner’s  Inquifition.  They  fat 
upon  the  Body  ;  and  Mr.  Drew  being  in  the  Houle,  fe- 
veral  of  the  Jury  requeued  of  him,  that  he  would  at¬ 
tend  the  Enquiry  ;  but  he  abfolutely  refufed  to  ap¬ 
pear. 

The  Inquifition  was  no  foonerover,  but  it  was  very 
freely  talk’d  among  the  Neighbours,  that  Huonphries  was 
the  Perfon  who  committed  the  horrid  Fadt ;  and  that  he 
had  treated  with  divers  Perfons  about  it,  and  had  offer’d 
100  /.  to  one,  and  100  /.  per  Ann.  to  another,  which  would 
(he  laid)  be  paid  by  Mr.  Charles  Dreiv  when  the  Deed 
was  done.  And  that  the  faid  Humphries  had  likewife 
urged  to  the  Perfons  he  had  treated  w?ith,  that  as  Old 
Mr.  Drew  had  ufed  his  Son  ill,  it  wras  no  more  Sin 
to  lhoot  cr  murder  him,  than  to  kill  a  Crow ,  a  Dogy 
or  a  Cat.

4  He  admits  of  his  Wife’s  reading  a  Book  to  him,  the 
4  13th  of  this  Inftant  Feb.  in  the  Evening,  but  what 
4  the  Particulars  were,  or  what  Converfation  pafs’d  on 
*  reading  fuch  Book,  he  knows  not,  nor  can  remember. 

Humphries ,  being  now  committed  to  Goal,  Mr. 
Charles  Drew ,  began  to  be  very  uneafy,  and  begg’d 
that  he  ( Humphries )  might  be  admitted  to  Bail,  fay¬ 
ing,  - what  was  it  to  any  Body  but  the  Family, 

who  (hot  his  Father  ?  And  if  the  Juftice  would  not 
either  Bail  or  Difcharge  him,  he  would  fpend  half  his 
Eftate  to  get  him  clear’d:  But  if  the  Juftice  would  dii- 
charge  him,  he  would  enter  into  Bonds  with  the  Pa- 
rifh,  and  oblige  himfelf  to  maintain  Humphries ,  and  his 
Family,  at  an  hundred  Miles  Diftance. 

But  this  being  refufed,  and  Humphries ,  being  order’d 
to  be  continued  in  Cuftody  ;  farther  Enquiry  was  made 
into  the  Affair,  and  the  following  Informations  relating 
thereto,  were  made  before  the  Magiftrate,  Copies  of 
which  follow.  Verbatim , 

The  Information  of  Matthew  Ambrofe  of  Melford  in 
the  faid  County  taken  before  Sir  Cordell  Firebrace, 
Bart,  one  of  his  Majefies  Jufices  of  the  Peace  for 
this  County ,  this  13th  Day  of  Feb.  1739.

Upon  Humphries’s  being  committed,  and  the  Sufpi- 
don  of  his  Guilt  growing  flronger  by  thefe  Informa¬ 
tions,  Mr.  Charles  Drew ,  was  very  uneafy,  and  took 
a  great  deal  of  Pains  to  fupprefs  farther  Informations, 
and  did  what  lay  in  his  Power  to  deftroy  the  Credibility 
of  thofe  already  made.  He  publickly  declar’d  that  Hum¬ 
phries,  was  not  the  Man  who  fhot  his  Father,  and 
threaten’d  to  profecute  (even  to  Ruin,)  the  Officer  who 
took  him  up  ;  and  being  alked  the  Reafon  of  his  Con¬ 
cern  for,  and  uneafinefs  about  Humphries ,  he  reply’d, 

• - c  That  as  the  Fad  was  done,  the  belt  mult  be  mad@ 

4  of  a  bad  Market.” 

While  Humphries  was  in  Gaol,  Mr.  Drew ,  fup- 
ply’d  him  with  Money,  and  continu’d  to  vindicate  him 
wherever  he  went  :  His  Condudt  in  this  Refped  was 
fuch,  that  it  made  People  talk  very  freely  concerning 
him,  and  they  Openly  declared  their  Sentiments,  that 
Humphries ,  would  never  have  been  concern’d  in  the 
Murder,  if  he  had  not  been  promis’d  a  Reward ;  and 
who  he  was  to  have  been  rewarded  by,  any  one  in  the 
World  (they  faid)  might  guefs. 

This  being  the  common  Converfation  of  the  Neigh¬ 
bourhood,  Mr.  Drew  refolved  to  withdraw  from  Mel- 
ford  to  London  ;  but  being  willing  to  do  Humphries  what 
Service  he  could,  before  he  abfconded,  he  employed  a 
Friend  of  his,  to  go  up  to  London ,  and  enquire  for  one 

Capt.  Ratt ,  ana  one  J - s  D — r  W - n ,  who 

could  prove  (he  faid )  that  Humphries  was  in  London  the 
Night  the  Fadh  was  committed.  His  Friend  according¬ 
ly  went  to  London ,  and  found  out  Capt.  Ratt ,  but  Ratt 
not  being  able  to  give  any  Account  of  Humphries  that 
Night,  the  Meflenger  return’d  to  Mr.  Drew ,  and  in¬ 
formed  him  of  his  Ill  Succefs,  and  withal  told  him  what 
Opinion  he  had  of  the  Captain,  This  made  Mr. 
D  rew  more  uneafy,  and  he  prefs’d  the  Meflenger  to  go 
up  to  Town  again,  and  fee  what  J  s  D  —  r  IV-  n 
could  fay.  lie  told  him  he  had  heard  of  this  D  — -  r, 
and  did  not  like  him,  therefore  he  abfolutely  refufed  to 
return  again  to  London  at  that  Time^  but  on  the  Wed - 
nefday  after  Humphries  was  committed,  Mr.  Drew  pre¬ 
vail’d  on  his  Friend  to  go  with  him  to  Capt,  Ratt ,  in

London  ;  but  Ratt  not  giving  the  defired  Satisfaction, 
nor  being  pofitive  with  Regard  to  the  Time  of  Humphries's 
being  in  London ,  Mr*  Drew  perfuaded  Ratt  to  take  a 
Journey  down  to  Bury ,  that  he  might  have  an  Inter¬ 
view  with  Humphries  in  the  Goal,  and  might  recollect 
fome  Circumftances  whereby  he  might  be  able  to  fwear 
He  was  in  London  the  Night  the  Murder  was  committed. 
To  induce  Ratt  to  undertake  this  Journey,  Mr.  Drew 
gave  him  4' Guineas  to  bear  his  Charges,  in  the  Prefence 
of  his  Friend  who  accompany’d  him  to  London ,  and  by 
Drew's  JDilcourfe  it  appeared  very  plainly,  that  he  would 
fain  have  tempted  Ratt  to  have  fv/orn  upon  the  Trial  of 
Humphries ,  what  he  knew  nothing  of.  However,  Ratt 
promifed  to  go  down  to  fee  Humphries ,  and  was  as 
good  as  his  Word  ;  and  after  he  had  had  fome  Conven¬ 
tion  with  him,  *  he  return’d  to  London. 

Mr.  Drew  tarry’d  in  London  about  fix  Days,  and  then 

went  down  to  Sunbury ,  to  Mr.  G- - ,  where  he  was 

inform’d,  that  the  Officers  were  fearching  after  him,  in 
order  to  apprehend  him,  on  Sufpicion  of  his  being  con¬ 
cern’d  in  the  Murder,  of  his  Father  ;  upon  this,  Mr. 
Drew  refolved  not  to  proceed  to  Me  If  or d,  but  to  return 
back  again  to  London ,  leaving  Directions  in  Writing  with 

Mr.  G - to  direcbt  to  him  in  London  by  the  Name  of 

* Thomas  Roberts ,  and  before  his  Departure  from  Sudbury , 
he  gave  Mr.  G  —  Jnftruclions  to  draw  his  Will,  which 
Was  afterwards  executed,  by  which  he  not  only  made 
him  his  Executor,  but  bequeathed  him  500/.  for  his  good 
Services ;  he  alfo  figned  tw^o  Letters  of  Attorney,  the  one 
to  empower  Mr.  G  —  to  collect  in  his  Father’s  Debts, 
and  the  other  to  make  Leafes  ;  and  he  likewife  gave  him 
Orders  to  draw  up  a  proper  Inftrument  by  which  his 
Eftate  was  to  have  been  made  over  to  the  faid  Mr.

After  Mr.  Drew  had  thus  fettled  his  Affairs,  he  came

private  Lodging ;  telling  him,  he  was  an  unfortunate 
Gentleman,  and  was  oblig’d  to  abfcond  for  fome  little 
Time  on  Account  of  his  Debts.  Mr.  Allen  crediting 
-  the  Story,  provided  him  with  a  Lodging  at  a  Qobler's  in

Sheer-Lane,  near  Temple-Bar ,  at  which  Place  he  con®’ 
tinued  ’till  he  was  taken. 

Mr.  Drew's  withdrawing  from  Melford ,  encreafed  the 
Sufpicion  of  his  being  concerned  in  the  Fadt,  and  occa- 
hon’d  the  following  Informations  to  be  made  before  a 
proper  magiftrate. 

The  Information  of  Walter  Wilby,  of  Melford,  in  the 
faid  County ,  taken  before  Sir  Cordell  Firebrace,  Bart , 
one  of  his  Majefy's  Jufices  of  the  Peace  for  the  faid 
County ,  this  6th  of  March,  1739-40. 

Suffolk ,  \  4  HP  HIS  Informant  faith  upon  Oath,  That 
to  wit.  ^  4  *  on  Saturday  the  16th  of  Feb.  Jait  pall, 

4  Mr.  Charles  Drew  called  this  Informant  out  of  his 
4  Kitchen,  at  his  Houfe  in  Melford-Street ,  into  the  Gar- 
4  den,  and  gave,  him  5  Guineas,  and  order’d  him  to 
4  give  the  5  Guineas  to  Humphries ,  for  fays  Mr.  Charles 
4  Drew ,  I  believe  Humphries  is  not  guilty,  and  I  am  de- 
4  termined  he  fhall  not  want  for  Money,  while  he  is  in 
4  Goal.

4  Expence  in  the  Profecution  .*  But  that  if  Sir  Cordell 
4  would  difcharge  the  faid  Humphries ,  he  the  faid  Mr. 

4  Drew ,  would  undertake  to  fend  him,  and  his  Fa- 
4  mily,  an  Hundred  Miles  off,  and  provide  for  them, 

4  fo  that  they  fhould  never  become  a  Charge  to  the 
4  faid  Parifh.  And  farther,  This  Examinant  faith, 

4  that  on  fearching  Humphries's  Houfe,  a  good  deal  of 
4  Brandy  being  found  there,  and  he  the  faid  Mr.  Drewx 
4  being  inform’d  thereof  (by  this  Examinant,)  faid  that 

*  he  had  carry’d  him  a  Bottle  the  Night  before  Hum - 
e  phriesx  was  taken  up.  And  this  Examinant  farther 
c  faith,  on  Friday  the  15th  Day  of  Feb.  he  was  de- 
€  fir’d  by  Sir  Cordell  Firebracex  to  wait  on  the  faid 

*  Mr.  Drewx  to  prevail  on  him  to  appear  again  ft 

*  Humphries ,  and  to  Profecute  him :  Who  then  abfo- 

*  lately  refufed,  altho’  this  Examinant  told  him  the 
4  Report,  of  his  fetting  the  faid  Humphries  at  Work, 
c  to  commit  the  murder,  and  that  he  ought  to  appear 

*  againft  the  faid  Humphries ,  with  Earneftnefs,  and 
4  lo  carry  on  the  Profecution  with  Vigour,  fince  it

4  which  this  Examinant  afiked  him,  why  he  was  fo  un- 
4  eafy  about  Humphries  ?  And  told  him  what  his  Friends

4  it  not,  but  Hill  infilled  on  this  Examinant’s  not  appear- 
4  ing  againft  the  faid  Humphries ,  as  a  Profecutor,  or 
4  otherwife,  and  he  would  give  this  Examinant  any  Sa- 
4  tisfadlion  whatfoever.  And  this  Examinant  faith, 

4  that  he  has  wholly  declined  being  concerned  for  the 
4  faid  Mr.  Drew ,  in  all  his  Affairs,  becaufe  by  all 
4  Circumflances,  he  was  privy  to  the  murder  of  his  faid 
4  Father.

William  Mace  at  the  Angel 
and  Crown  in  Fleet-Lane ,  and  Thomas  Allen  of  the 
^  King’s- Arms  Tavern,  Temple-  Bar,  Vintner,  made  their 

Infor- 


Informations  before  a  worthy  Magiftra-te,  to  the  follow 
ing  Purport. 


Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  upon  Oath,  faith.  That  he 
greatly  fufpected  Mr.  Charles  Drew ,  to  have  been  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  Murder  of  his  Father,  becaufe  he  had  in¬ 
tercepted  a  Packet  of  Letters,  which  came  by  m Up¬ 
take  into  his  Hands,  his  Sur-name  being  the  fame  with 
the  Son’s  of  the  Deceafed.  He  likewife  faid  that  Mr. 
Charles  Drew  had  changed  his  Name,  to  that  of  Roberts * 


and  that  he  had  acknowledged,  in  his  hearing,  that  out 
of  Fear  of  being  profecuted  for  his  Father’s  -murder* 
he  had  order’d  Mr.  G  —  to  prepare  a  Conveyance 
of  his  Eitate  to  his*  youngeft  Sifter,  and  had  alfo  made 
his  Will. 

The  Subfiance  of  William  Mace's  Information  (upon 
Oath)  was.  That  he  was  acquainted  with  Humphries ,  and 
that  Humphries  came  to  his  {Mace’s)  Lodgings  on  the  iff 
of  Feb.  between  5  and  6  in  the  Evening,  and  faid,  he  had 
rode  very  hard,  and  was  much  tired  ;  and  that  he  came  to 
Town  about  fome  Law  Bufinefs,  and  expelled  a  Letter, 
with  a  hundred  Pound  Bank  Note  therein,  which  (he  laid) 
was  to  be  directed  for  John  Smithy  a  Surgeon,  and  to  be 
left  for  him  at  the  laid  Mace'' s  Lodgings,  and  which  he 


delired  Mace ,  or  his  Landlord,  to  take  care  of ;  and  that 
the  faid  Humphries  acknowledged,  that  the  pretended  John 
Smith  was  himfelf.  But  upon  being  difappointed  of  the 
Receipt  of  this  Bank-Note,  he  faid,  he  muft  go  down 
again  into  the  Country,  and  accordingly  he  did  let  out  | 
after  which  he  was  taken  up,  (in  the  Country)  on  Ac« 
count  of  this  Facia  That  3  or  4  Days  after  Hum - 
phries’s  Commitment,  Mr.  Charles  Drew  came  to  him 
(Mace)  and  gave  him  three  Guineas  and  two  half 
Guineas,  to  go  down  to  Bury  Goal  to  Humphries ,  to 
fee  what  he  could  fay  to  him  ;  and  that  Mr.  Drew,  at 
the  fame  Time,  told  Mace ,  Humphries  fhould  not  be 
bang'd.  Mace  accordingly  went  to  Bury ,  and  faw 
Humphries ;  after  which  be  went  to  the  Angel  at  Sud¬ 
bury,  where  Mr.  Drtw  had  appointed  to  meet  him^ 
that  he  might  be  informed  what  had  pafs’d  between  the 
faid  Mace  and  Humphries ,  but  Mr\  Drew  did^  not  come 

D  "  accord- 
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according  to  his  Appointment.  After  this,  a  Letter  came 
to  him,  which  enclofed  another  directed  to  Charles  Drew , 
Efq;  with  Speed  and  Care,  both  which  he  believ’d  were 
Humphries's  Hand- writing,  and  this  Letter  he  deliver’d  by 
miftake  to  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  at  Mac kr el's  Coffee- 
Houfe. 

Mr.  G —  being  prefen t  at  the  Time- thefe  Informa¬ 
tions  were  made,  the  Subfiance  of  what  he  declared  (up¬ 
on  Oath)  was  as  follows. 

That  he  got  Intelligence  of  Mr.  Charles  John  Drew's 
Death,  at  dare ,  feven  miles  diftant  from  Melford ,  up¬ 
on  which’  he  went  to  Sudbury ,  from  whence  he  wrote  to 
Mr.  Charles  Drew  to  offer  him  his  Service  in  his  Affairs. 
That  the  very  fame  Day  he  receiv’d  an  Anfwer  from 
Mr .  Drew ,  upon  which  he  went  to  him  the  Day  fol¬ 
lowing,  which  being  the  Day  old  Mr.  Drew  was  bu¬ 
ried,  nothing  material  pafs’d  between  them.  But  the  next 
Day,  or  the  Day  following,  he  went  to  him  again,  and 
then*  infpected  his  Affairs,  and  took  an  Inventory  of  the 
Deceafec’s  Effects,  and  though  he  told  Mr.  Drew  he 
need  not  come  up  to  London  to  prove  his  Father’s  Will, 
yet  about  T2  Days  after,  he  came  to  Town,  and  order’d 
him  (Mr.  <?— )  to  put  the  Advertifement  in  the  Gazette , 
in  the  manner  it  now  Hands  there.  That  in  a  little 
Time  after  this,  Mr.  Drew  went  from  London  to  Sud¬ 
bury  ^  and  there  told  him  he  was  apprehenfive  of  bting 
fatten  up  on  Account  of  his  Father’s  Death,  by  People 
in  whole  Hands  he  did  not  care  to  venture  his  Life,  and 
that  he  would  therefore  go  to  London  ;  and  accordingly, 
he  did  on  the  Sunday  ;  and  then  gave  Direction  for  him- 
felf,  by  the  Name-  of  Roberts ,  and  Inftrudtions  for  a 

Will  in  Favour  of  Mrs.  B - his  intended  Wife,  who 

was  join’d  an  Executrix  with  him  in  the  Will  ;  and  that 
among  other  Legacies,  he  bequeathed  to  him  500  Pounds, 
and  likewife  ordered  two  Letters  of  Attorney,  one  to 
him,  to  empower  him  to  collect  his  Father’s  Debts,  and 
the  other  to  him  and  Mrs.  Bridget  Drew  jointly,  in  order 
to  their  making  Leaffcs  of  the  Deceafed’s  Eftates ;  but 
after  that  Time  Mr.  Drew  gave  farther  Directions  for  an 
abfolute  Conveyance  of  his  Eftate  to  his  Sifter  Mrs. 
Bridget  Drew . 

Tho- 
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Thomas  Allen  faid,  That  Mr,  Drew  came  to  his  Houfe 
(the  King's  Arms ,  near  Temple-Bar)  and  defired  him  to 
procure  him  a  Lodging,  which  he  did ;  and  Mr.  Drew 
then  told  him  his  Name  was  Roberts ,  that  he  was  in 
Debt,  and  defired  to  be  fecret.  That  the  Liquors  and 
Provifion  he  had  from  his  Houfe,  amount  to  above  four* 
Pounds,  and  are  charged  to  him  (in  his  Books)  by  the 
Name  of  Roberts. 

In  feveral  of  the  preceeding  Informations,  mention  is 
made  of  Mr.  Drew's  foliciting  W-  M  otherwife  Capt. 
Ratty  to  fwear  that  Humphries  was  in  London ,  at  the 
Time  the  murder  was  committed.  To  clear  up  this 
matter,  ’tis  necellary  to  obferve,  that  old  Mr.  Drew  was 
fhot  the  31ft  of  Jan.  at  Night,  and  Humphries  was  in 
London  the  Night  following,  and  in  Company  with  the 
Captain,  at  the  Angel  and  Crown  in  Fleet -lane ,  and  it  be¬ 
ing  fo  near  the  Time  the  FaCt  was  committed,  Mr.  Drew 
had  fiome  Hopes  the  Captain  might  either  forget,  or  be 
impofed  upon,  in  favour  of  his  Friend  Humphries ;  and 
whether  the  immediate  Flight  of  Humphries  to  London , 
was  done  with  any  premeditated  Defign  to  draw  Ratt  in, 
as  an  Evidence,  if  Humphries  fhould  be  call’d  in  Queftion 
for  the  Deed,  or  whether  it  was  an  After-thought  that 
the  Captain  might  be  ferviceable,  muff  be  left  to  the  O- 
pinion  of  the  Reader,  when  he  has  been  acquainted  with 
the  conduct  of  the  two  Malefactors,  before,  and  after  the 
Fadt. 

Which  they  having  refolved  to  commit  on  Thurfday 
Night,  the  31ft  of  Jan.  Humphries  accordingly  went 
that  Night  about  9  o’Clock,  a  private  Way  to  Long 
Melfordy  and  coming  (as  was  before  concerted  between 
them )  to  Mr.  Charles  John  Drew' s  Orchard’s  back  Gate, 
there  he  faw  Charles  Drew  waiting  for  him,  with  a  Gun 
in  his  Hand  j  and  in  his  Confefiion  he  fays,  he  knew  him 
well. 

As  foon  as  they  met,  they  agreed  to  hide  the  Gun  in  the 
little  Houfe  in  the  Orchard,  while  they  went  to  old  Mr. 
Drew's  lower  Houfe,  in  order  to  flufh  themfelves  with 
Brandy ,  and  fit  them  for  the  Commiffion  of  the  horrid 
Deed.  When  they  had  drank  a  quantity  fufficient  to  pre¬ 
vent  Remorfe,  they  return’d  to  the  little  Houfe,  and  Mr* 

D  2  Drew 
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Drew  took  out  the  Gun,  and  went  a  little  way  before 
Humphries ,  the  back-way  into  the  open  Street,  about  1 1 
o’Clock:  Mr.  Drew  being  firft  got  to  his  Father’s  Fort- 
door,  Humphries  flood  at  home  dillancc,  and  according 
to  his  ConfeiTion,  heard  the  report  of  the  Gun.  Imme¬ 
diately  aftei  which,  Mr.  Drew  came  to  him  and  told 
him.  The  jsb  was  done.  Then  they  both  went  to¬ 
wards  Ly ft on-hall ,  about  a  mile  from  Me  ford ,  where 
Mr.  Drew  hid  the  Gun  in  a  hollow  Tree,  and  Humphries 
left  him,  and  return’d  back  to  Mel  ford ,  and  immediate¬ 
ly  took  Borfe  and  came  for  London  \  but  Mr.  Drew 
went  to  Lyjl on-half  where  he  immediately  pull’d  out 
his  Watch,  and  took  Notice  before  the  Maid,  that  it  was 
then  a  Quarter  of  an  Hour  after  Eleven  o’Clock  by  his 
Watch.  See  Ann  Chinnery’s  fecond  Information . 

Humphries  got  to  London  the  next  Day  (the  ifr  of  Feb.)  . 
and  came  to  his  Acquaintance,  Capt.  Ratt ,  in  Fleet-lane , 
in  the  Evening,  telling  him,  he  Tame  to  Town  about 
a  Law-Suit,  and  had  rode  very  hard,  and  that  be  was 
tired  to  Death,  and  would  go  to  Bed.  The  next  morn¬ 
ing  he  told  Capt.  Ratt,  that  he  expected  a  Letter  to  be 
fent  him,  but  it  would  be  directed  for  John  Smith ,  a  Sur¬ 
geon ,  to  be  left  at  the  Angel  and  Crown  in  Fleet-lane , 
defiring  the  Captain  to  take  Care  of  it,  for  there  would 
be  a  Bank  Bill  for  100/.  enclofed  in  it.  The  I. e tier 
came  the  Day  following,  but  upon  opening  the  Letter, 
and  finding  no  Bank  Bill,  he  faid  his  Law-Suit  was  at 
an  End,  and  he  mufl  return  to  Melford  ;  which  he 
accordingly  did,  and  was  foon  after  taken  in  a  Field  .with 
the  very  Gun  upon  him,  with  which  old  Mr.  Drew  was 
Biot.  He  was  no  fooner  taken  into  Cuftody,  but  his  Houfe 
was  fearched,  and  (as  appear'd  on  the  Trial)  his  Children 
were  playing  with  Bullets,  inflead  of  Marbles,  and  a  par¬ 
cel  of  Bullets  were  found  in  a  Bag  of  Poifon. 

Humphries  was  no  fooner  commmitted  to  Goal,  but 
Mr.  Drew  threaten’d  Dellrudion  to  all  who  fhould  be 
aiding  or  alii  fling  in  his  Profecution,  and  declared  he  would 
give  30,000  /.  (which  was  half  the  Eflate  he  got  by  his 
Father’s  Death)  rather  than  Humphries  (who  he  faid,  was 
an  innocent  man)  fhould  be  profecuted  for  fuch  an  Of¬ 
fence. 


Sir 
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Sir  Cordell  Firebrace  (the  worthy  Magi  [Irate  before 
whom  moil:  of  the  preceeding  Informations  were  made) 
was  furpriz’d  at  Mr.  Drew" s  Behaviour,  and  therefore 
fent  for  him,  and  bound  him  over  in  a  Bond  of  500  /. 
to  Profecute ;  and  while  he  was  before  Sir  Cordell ,  he 
Promifed  to  do  what  became  him,  and  to  follow  the 
worthy  magiflrates  Directions  ;  but  inlead  of  being  as 
good  as  his  Word,  he  took  all  the  Pains  he  could  to  ftifle 
every  Evidence,  *  and  having  taken  an  Inventory  of  his 
Father’s  Goods,  and  got  him  buried  the  Sunday  after  the 
murder,  he  rode  away  from  Melford  in  great  halle,  for 
London ,  ..to  prove  a  Will,  which  (as  we  mention’d  before) 
was  made  eleven  Years  ago,  and  by  which  he  was  ap- 
pommd  Executor  and  Reliduary  Devifee  of  the  whole 
Elate  oi  his  Father’s,  excepting  400  /.  which  was  left  by 
that  Will,  to  each  of  his  five  Silers. 

After  he  had  proved  the  Will,  he  return’d  from  Lon¬ 
don  to  Mr.  G  at  Sudbury  3  where  he  was  informed 
that  the  Cry  again!  him  grew  general,  and  was  louder 
and  louder.  This  alarmed  him  very  much,  and  put  him 
upon  confulting  his  own  Safety.  As  Matters  flood  with 
him,  he  dar’d  not  go  to  Melford',  therefore  after  a  little 
Coniideration  what  to  do,  and  what  hiding  Place  to  fly 
to,  he  refolved  to  return  to  London ;  and  after  he  had 
given  Directions  in  Writing  that  he  would  be  corref- 
ponded  with  under  the  Name  of  Thomas  Roberts  (which 
Name  in  his  Hurry  he  wrote  twice)  he  let  out  again  with 
the  utmoll  Privacy  for  London ,  (and  as  was  before  a- 
greed  at  Sudbury)  he  went  to  the  King's- Arms  Tavern 
near  Temple-Bar ,  and  having  call'd  for  a  Bottle  of  Wine, 
he  defir’d  Mr.  Allen,  (one  of  the  Perfon’s  who  keep  the 
Houfe)  to  fit  down  and  drink  with  him  ;  telling  Mr.  Al¬ 
len  he  was  alone,  and  that  he  was  an  unfortunate  young 
Gentleman,  and  fhould  be  obliged  to  keep  himfelf  fecret. 
for  fome  Time,  on  Account  of  his  Debts.  Mr.  Allen 
believed  the  Account  he  gave  of  himfelf,  and  provided 
him  with  a  Lodging  in  the  mean  Houfe  before-men¬ 
tioned.

When, 
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When  he  had  been  in  Town  a  few  Days,  Mrs.  B  — 
came  to  the  King' s- Arms ,  and  defired  to  be  directed  to 
Mr.  Thomas  Roberts's  Lodging,  which  was  done  ac¬ 
cordingly  ;  and  while  fhe  continu’d  with  him,  their  Eat¬ 
ing  and  Drinking  was  fupply’d  them  in  fo  handfome  a 
manner  from  the  King's- Arms,  that  there  has  been  twenty 
Pounds  worth  of  the  Plate  belonging  to  the  Tavern,  in 
Mr.  Drew's  Lodgings  at  a  Time. 

Mr.  Drew  being  in  London ,  and  Humphries  in  Goal 
at  Bury ,  and  in  fome  Neceffity  for  money,  he  wrote 
two  Letters,  and  fign’d  each  of  them  with  his  Fi&itious 
Name  John  Smith.  The  one  was  directed  to  William 
Mace ,  at  the  Angel  and  Crown  in  Fleet-lane ,  London . 

An  exadt  Copy  of  which  follows,

The  preceeding  Letters  were  fent  from  Humphries , 
by  the  Bury  Coach,  to  Mr.  Mace  (call’d  Capt.  Ratt) 
who  (not  knowing  where  to  find  Mr.  Charles  Drew)  en¬ 
quired  next  morning  at  Mac kr ell's  Coffee- Houfe  in 
Bartlett's- Buildings,  Holborn.  if  they  knew  one  Mr» 
D?  ■ew.  The  People  in  the  Houfe  told  him  they  knew 
Mr.  Drew  very  well,  and  immediately  fent  for  Timothy 
Drew ,  Efq;  As  foon  as  Capt.  Ratt  law  Mr.  Timothy 
Drew ,  he  told  him  he  was  not  the  Gentleman  he  want- 
ed.  Mr.  T.  Drew  told  him  his  Name  was  Drew ,  and 
afked  him  what  he  wanted.  The  Captain  faid,  -  —  I 
have  Letter  here  (fhewing  it  Mr.  T  Drew)  but  I  have 
forgot  where  the  Gentleman  lives  I  am  to  deliver  it  to, 
Mr.  T.  Drew  told  him  it  was  ftrange  he  did  not  know 
how  to  deliver  his  Letter,  and  afked  him  if  he  fhould 
affift  him  ?  Y es,  with  ail  my  Heart  Sir,  fays  the  Captain, 
and  deliver’d  the  Letter  to  Mr.  T.  Drew ,  who  allured 
him  it  fhould  go  to  the  right  Mr.  Drew.  Mr.  T  Drew 
having  got  the  Letter  into  his  Poffefllon,  left  the  Coffee- 
Houfe  and  read  it  ;  after  which  he  returned  to  the  fame 
Place,  and  told  Capt  Ratt  he-  had  taken  Care  of  the 
Letter  ;  but  pray  Sir,  will  you  be  fo  kind  as  to  tell  me 
where  you  live  ;  what  Buiinefs  you  follow,  and  what 
you  deal  in.  Sir,  fays  the  Captain,  I  am  a  S  —g — r, 
and  have  very  good  Teas,  Brandies,  and  Chintfes  to  dif- 
pofe  off.  O  dear  !  replies  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  I  fhould 
be  very  glad  of  feme  good  Teas,  I’ll,  go  with  you  and 

look 
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look  at  fome.  Accordingly  he  went  with  him  to  his 
Lodgings,  and  bargains  for  two  Pounds  of  T ea,  which 
he  begg’d  the  Favour  of  the  Captain  to  carry  to  his 
Chambers,  and  told  him  he  would  go  with  him.  As 
they  went  along,  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  took  the  Captain 
into  Seagoe's  Coffee- Hcufe,  where  he  faid  he  w'ould 
tafle  the  Tea  ;  and  calling  for  a  Bottle  of  Wine,  Mr. 
Timothy  Drew  drank  Tea,  and  the  Captain  drank  Wine 
pretty  freely.  After  which  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  call’d 
a  Coach,  telling  the  Captain  he  would  treat  him  with 
the  Coach  to  his  Chambers,  and  having  got  the  Cap¬ 
tain  into  the  Ceacji,  he  privately  bid  the  Coachman 
drive  to  Colonel  De  Fed's ;  where  the  Captain  behaved 
very  indecently,  and  told  the  Colonel  he  was  a  S  g- 
1 — -  r,  and  had  broke  13  Gaols  already,  and  fwore 
he  would  break  another,  and  would  be  next  Week  in 
France ,  upon  which  he  was  committed  to  the  Gate- 
houfe. 

The  next  Morning,  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  fent  to 
the  Crown-Inn ,  in  Holbourn ,  to  enquire  for  Mr  G — , 
who  not  being  in  Town,  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  left 
■word,  that  he  defired  to  fpeak  with  him  ;  and  he  came 
the  next  Day  to  Mr.  Timothy  Drevj ,  who  telling  him 
he  had  Bufinefs  with  Air.  Charles  Drew ,  they  agreed 
to  Sup  altogether  that  Evening,  at  the  Ring’s-Arms 
Tavern. 

At  the  Time  appointed  Mr.  G  - - met  Mr.  Drew , 

and  they  fupp’d  together,  but  Charles  Drew ,  not  ap¬ 
pearing,  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  afked  him  why  Air.  Charles 

Drew ,  haddifappointed  him  ?  Mr.  G -  reply’d,  -  be- 

caufe  there  are  a  great  many  People  in  the  Houfe,  and 
fome  of  them  are  Officers. 

Air.  Timothy  Drew ,  had  Colonel  De  Vi  els  Warrant  (to 
apprehend  Charles  Drew ,)  in  his  Pocket,  back’d  by  an 
Alderman  of  London ,  and  intended  to  have  taken  him 
that  Night,  but  was  disappointed.  Howrever  he  was  in¬ 
form’d,  that  he  had  been  at  the  Tavern  Door  ^hat  Night, 
but  fufpedling  lomething,  he  durft  not  venture  into  the 
Houfe  i  and  he  like  wife  got  Intelligence  that  he  went 
by  the  Name  of  Tho.  Roberts ,  and  lodged  in  Sheer- 
Lane. 


Upon 
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Upon  this  Information,  Mr.  Timothy  Drew  got  proper 
Affiftance,  and  went  the  next  Morning  to  the  Old 
Boot-fhop,  where  he  enquir’d  for  Mr,  Roberts,  the  Peo¬ 
ple  of  the  Houfe  deny’d  him,  and  laid,  no  Gentleman 
lodg’d  there.  But  this  notfatisfying  Mr.  Timothy  Drew , 
He  with  fome  Conftables  fearched  the  Houfe,  and  found 
Mrs.  B  — —  in  Bed,  and  the  Prifoner’s  Watch  and  Seal 
hanging  by  the  Chimney.  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  look’d  at 
the  Seal,  and  laid  the  Coat  of  Arms  engrav’d  upon  it, 
belong’d  to  the  Family ;  upon  which  a  Gentleman 
went  to  the  Bed- lid e,  and  putting  his  Hand  under  the 
Bed-cloaths,  he  told  Mrs.  B  —  ,  he  was  fure  ibme- 
body  elfe  had  lain  there  lately,  becaufe  that  Part  of  the 
Bed  was  warm  :  She  immediately  thiew  off  the  Cloatbs, 
and  faid  her  Nurfe  had  lain  in  that  Place.  Mr.  Ti¬ 
mothy  Drew ,  being  unfatisfyed,  proceeded  to  fearch  the 
Houfe :  .While  he  was  bufy  in  another  Part  of  it,  the 
Officers  told  him  they  had  feen  a  Pair  of  Piihols  in  a 
Clofet  in  the  Room,  where  Mrs.  B  —  lay  3  Mr.  Ti¬ 
mothy  Drew ,  immediately  return’d  to  the  Clofet  to 
look  at  them,  but  in  the  Interim  where  convey’d  a- 
way,  and  wrhere  not  to  be  found. 

Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  then  order’d  the  Officers  to 
keep  the  Door,  while  he  fearch’d  the  Chimneys,  and 
every  Part  of  the  Houfe,  and  even  a  Cock-loft,  which 
he  could  not  enter,  ’till  he  had  order’d  a  Ladder  to  be 
brought.  The  Officers  would  have  perfuaded  him 
from  fearching  this  Place,  left  he  fhould  be  kill’d  ;  but 
he  (being  very  unwilling  a  Parricide  fhould  efcape  Ju¬ 
ft  ice,)  got  a  Candle,  and  pok’d  into  every  Hole  in  the 
Cock-loft  with  his  Cane,  and  fatisfy’d  himfelf  that  he 
was  not  there.  ' 

Upon  this  Difappointment  he  fearch’d  feveral  Coffee- 
Houfes  in  Leiceferfreet ,  and  Leic eft er- Fields ,  without 
gettingany  Intelligence  of  him  ;  at  laft,  he  thought  of  en¬ 
quiring  after  him  at  fome  Bagnio’s,  and  immediately  went 
to  'Eaflmeac? s  at  the  Crown ,  in  Leicefler-Fields ,  and  en¬ 
quired  if  a  young  Gentleman,  one  Mr.  Roberts ,  did  not 
come  in  there  late  laft  Night,  or  early  that  Morning  ? 
One  whom  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  took  to  be  the  Matter 
of  the  Houfe  told  him,  fome  Gentleman  had  lodged 

PI  there 
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there  laft  Night,  but  now  they  were  all  gone,  and  there- 
was  no  Man  in  the  Houfe,  and  immediately  on  hav¬ 
ing  faid  this,  he  went  backwards.  Mr.  Timothy  Drew , 
tripp’d  foftly  after  him,  and  heard  him  fay  to  the  Ser¬ 
vants. —Do  you  here — there  is  no  Body  above;  upon 
which  they  all  declar’d  there  was  no  one  in  the  Houfe. 
Mr.  Timothy  Drew,  told  them,  if  Mr.  Roberts ,  was 
there,  they  mult  not  deny  him,  for  he  came  from 

Mr.  G - ,  and  had  a  Letter  to  deliver  into  his 

own  Hands.  Still  every  one  deny’d  him,  but  Mr.  77- 
mothy  Drew ,  having  fome  Sufpicion  of  his  being  there, 
fat  down  in  the  Houfe,  and  call’d’  for  a  Pint  of  Wine  ; 
which  being  brought  him,  he  told  the  Waiter  he  was 
alone,  and  afk’d  him  to  fit  down  and  drink  with  him, 
and  whether  he  was  the  Landlord  of  the  Houfe?  The 
Man  drank  wkh  Mr.  Drew ,  and  told  him  he  was  not 
the  Mafter  of  the  Houfe,  but  that  it  was  kepf  by  one 
£  aft  mead.  Pray  Sir  (fays  Mr.  Drew ,)  what  is  your 
Name  ?  My  Name  Sir !  Why  my  Name  fignifies  No¬ 
thing,  - here’s  no  Gentleman  in  the  Houfe,  I  af- 

fure  you  ;  and  I  am  but  a  Servant.  Well  ;  if  you  are 

but  a  Servant,  you  have  a  Name,  -  Tom,  Jack,  or 

Dick  ,  Pray  what  is  your  Name  ?  Why  Sir,  my  Name 
is  Matt.  Then  pray  Mr.  Matthew  what’s  your  other 
Name  ?  Sir  fays  Matt.  I  tell  you  there’s  none  but 
Ladies  in  the  Houfe,  nor  in  the  Bagnio,  we  have  no 
Gentleman  here ;  and  what  fignifies  enquiring  after  Ser¬ 
vant’s  Names?  It  may  be  fo,  reply’d  Mr.  Drew ,  and 
perhaps  I  have  loft  my  Labour  ;  but  yet  you  have  another 
Name.  Well  Sir,  my  Name  i §  Manning,  very  well  Mr. 
Manning ,  my  Service  toyou,  (drinking  to  him  ;)  but  Mr. 
Manning ,  I  muft  tell  you,  that  I  know  Mr.  Roberts  is  here, 
and  his  right  Name  is  Charles  Drew  ;  He  has  murder’d  his 
Father,  (fpeaking  very  loud)  and  if  you  fecrete  a  Mur¬ 
derer,  I  will  blow  Mr.  E  aft  mead's  Houfe  up.  Pray 
Sir  fays  Matt,  don’t  fpeak  fo  loud.  I  tell  you  (faid 
Mr.  Drew )  I  will  fpeak  louder  ftill,  and  will  have  you 
all  taken  up  for  hiding  a  Murderer  ;  therefore,  tell  me 
the  Truth  immediately.  Matt,  then  acknowledged, 
that  truly  there  was  fuch  a  Gentleman  in  the  Houfe, 
and  he  was  juft  come  from  ferving  him  with  Tea.  Mr. 
Timothy  Drew ,  bid  him  go  immediately  to  him,  and 

tell 
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<tell  him  a  Gentleman  waited  on  him  with  a  Meffage 

from  Mr.  G. - ,  and  muft  fpeak  with  him.  Upon 

this  Charles  Dreyp,  order’d  the  Gentleman  to  be  brought 
into  his  Room.  As  loon  as  he  enter’d,  he  afk’d  him  if 
his  Name  was  not  Roberts  ?  Yes  Sir.  Then  Sir,  I 

have  a  Meffage  to  you  from  Mr.  G - ,  he  defires  to 

fpeak  with  you,  at  the  Croivn-Inn ,  in  Holbourn.  Very 
well  (fays  Charles  Dreiv)  I’ll  wait  upon  him  directly. 
But  Sir  fays  Mr.  Timothy  Drew ,  (with  an  angry  Voice ,j 
I  have  fomething  elfe  to  fay  to  you,  (holding  up  his 
Cane j  you  have  been  the  Murderer  of  your  own 
Father,  and  you  mult  go  diredly  with  me  before 
Colonel  De  Veil.  Your  Name  is  Charles  Drew ,  and 
not  Roberts ;  why  did  you  tell  me  Lies?  Pray  Sir  (faid 
Charles)  ufe  me  like  a  Gentleman,  and  let  me  fend  for 
my  Friends.  Mr.  Timothy  Drew  contented,  and  Charles 
wrote  to  Mr.  G — ,  and  Mr.  iT- — ,  to  come  to  him 

immediately.  Mr.  R - deny’d  himfelf  to  the  Mef- 

fenger,  and  Mr.  G - — -  fent  Word  he  would  come 
prefently,  but  he  not  coming  in  two  Hours,  Mr.  Ti?no- 
thy  DreWy  call’d  a  Coach,  and  took  him  before  Colonel 
De  Veil ,  who  was  near  fix  Hours  examining  Mr  Timo¬ 
thy  Drew ,  Charles  Drew ,  Captain  Ratty  and  others.  *Du~ 

ring  thefe  Examinations.,  Mr.  G - came  in,  and  being 

like  wife  examin’d,  was  very  much  reprov’d  for  his  Con¬ 
duit  in  this  Affair.  While  Charles  Drew ,  was  under 
Examination,  he  feem’d  wholly  unconcern’d ;  and  dis¬ 
playing  his  Diamond  Ring  ;  he  fmii’d  upon  two  young 
Ladies,  who  hearing  of  his  being  apprehended,  came 
to  the  Juftices,  to  know  the  Event ;  and  when  the  Evi¬ 
dence  grew  ftrong  againft  him,  one  of  them  was  fo 
much  concern’d  for  him,  that  fhe  faid,  fhe  would  give 
her  Right  Artn  to  fave  him.  The  other  wept,  and 
wifh’d  fhe  was  a  King  for  his  Sake.  But  they  were  both 
put  in  Mind,  that  tho’  he  was  a  very  perfonable  Man, 
yet  Fronti  nulla  Fides :  And  the  Examinations  being 
over,  Mr.  Charles  Drew  tvas  committed  to  Newgate , 
(under  a  ftrong  Guard)  whither  the  two  Ladies  went 
the  next  Day  to  vifit  him,  as  they  like  wife  did  fevcral 
Times  afterwards.

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Soon  after  he  was  committed,  he  wrote  a  Letter  to 

Mr.  R - F - at  Colchefter ,  in  which  he  enclofed 

one  to  his  Siller,  the  Contents  of  which  laid,  wTere  as 
follow.

Mr.  Charles  Drew  likewife  fent  the  following,  to 
to  Chrijlopher  Colly ,  a  Servant  of  the  Deceas’d’s.

*  *  was,  your  Matter  was  alive  at  12,  that  Night  he 

*  was  kill’d  ;  therefore  I  hope  you’ll  be  fo  good  as  to  be

4  great  Service  to  me.  And  go  to  Ann  Child  of  L - - 

*  - ,  and  defire  her  to  be  “at  the  Affizes,  and  let

*  (left)  me  there  at  [L — - -  — - — )  at  ii  that 

s  Night.  If  you  and  fhe  will  do  this,  there  is  no  one 
4  can  hurt  me,  and  you  will  ever  oblige.

Don’t  mind  the  Report 

of  the  W orld,  Charles  Drew . 

But  tho’  Mr.  Drew  took  all  thefe  Meafures  in  order 
to  his  coming  off  upon  his  Trial,  yet  he  was  very  fear¬ 
ful  of  (landing  the  Determination  of  Juilice.  There¬ 
fore  he  apply’d  to  one  Crofs,  and  unhappy  Prifoner  in 
New, gate ,  for  being  concerned  in  forging  a  Note  on  Mr „ 
Moore ;  arid  Mr.  "Jonathan  Keate  being  the  Turnkey, 
to  whofe  Care  both  Crofs  and  Drew  were  committed, 
Mr.  Drew  applied  to  Crofs,  and  afked  him,  If  he 
thought  Jonathan  underfood  Money  f  Crofs  immediate- 
apprehended  his  meaning,  and  was  fearful  he  fhould  be 
cenfured  if  the  Prifoner  fhould  effedl  his  Defign,  be- 
caufe  they  were  both  confined  in  the  fame  Part  of  the 
Goal ;  therefore  ‘to  prevent  his  working  with  other  En¬ 
gines,  he  refolved  to  humour  his  Imaginations,  and  told 
him,  if  he  had  Money  he  might  do  any  thing.  Mr, 
Drew  was  very  well  pleafed  to  hear  this,  and  flatter’d 

hint- 
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himfelf  that  his  Temptations  would  prevail.  But  Cnofs 
having  told  Jonathan  what  was  in  Embrio ,  he  imme¬ 
diately  acquainted  Mr.  Merman  one  of  the  Keepers,  who 
confuting  Mr.  "Timothy  Drewy  it  was  thought  proper  to 
that  Jonathan  fhould  feem  to  favour  the  Intention,  that 
Drew  might  not  be  tempted  to  take  other  Meafures. 

Mr.  Crofs  therefore  (according  to  InftruCtions)  told 
Charles  Drew ,  he  had  founded  Jonathan  upon  the  Afr 
fair,  and  he  believed  the  thing  was  practicable  ;  upon 
which  Drew  took  an  Opportunity  to  propofe  to  Jona¬ 
than^  their  going  away  to  France  together.  Jonathan 
feemingly  confented,  and  they  were  either  to  take  Wa¬ 
ter  at  Iron-Gate ,  as  foon  as  any  Veflel  was  ready  to  fet  fail 
for  France ,  or  elfe  to  go  down  in  the  Wild's  of  Kent, 
w7here  they  were  to  hire  a  Smuggling  Veflel  to  carry 
them  off.  And  to  Recompence  Jonathan  for  his  Ser¬ 
vice  he  gave  him  the  following  Notes.

4  the  faid  Jonathan  Keate  is  alive.  Witnefs  the  Day

Charles  Drew: 

And  for  Jonathan's  farther  Security  touching  the  Pre¬ 
mises,  Mr.  Drew  executed  a  Bond  to  him,  the  Penalty 
of  which  was  2000  4  pn  Condition  that  the  faid  Drew , 
his  Heirs,  Executors,  Adminiffrators  or  Affigns,  fhould

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pay  or  caufe  to  be  paid  to  the  faid  Jonathan ,  the  Sum' 
of  iooo  l.  of  lawful  Money  of  Great  Britain . 

In  Confequence  of  thefe  Agreements,  the  Time  was 
fix'd  for  their  Departure,  but  Mr.  Akerman  being  ac¬ 
quainted  from  Time  to  Time  with  the  Steps  taken  in  this 
Affair,  he  (juft  before  the  Projedt  was  to  have  been 
put  into  Execution)  remov'd  Mr.  Draw  into  the  old 
Condemn'd  Hole,  and  appointed  a  conftant  Watch  to 
be  kept  over  him,  Day  and  Night.  And  Mr.  Timothy 
Drew  before  his  Removal  from  thence,  apply’d  to  a 
noble  Lord,  and  obtained  a  ftrong  Guard,  which  at¬ 
tended  him  down  to  Bury  a  few  Days  before  the  Aflizes 
began. 

Humphries  and  Drew  being  now  both  in  Bury  Goal* 
Sir.  Timothy  Drew ,  the  Profecutor,  intended  to  have 
them  both  try’d  for  this  Murder,  but  upon  eonfulting 
his  Council,  it  was  thought  proper  to  make  Humphries 
an  Evidence,  that  the  Circumftantial  Proof  which  they  had 
to'  offer,  might  be  more  ffrongly  corroborated.  He 
was  accordingly  examined  in  Bury  Goal,  in  order  to  his 
being  admitted  an  Evidence  againft  Charles  Drew ,  and 
his  Examination  being  taken  in  Writing,  he  %ned  it* 

The  Contents  as  follows. 

SuffoJl9  1  €  nr  HIS  Examinant  fays  upon  Oath,  that 
to  wit.  \  c  on  Thurfday  the  31ft  of  Jan .  laft,  he 

*  this  Informant  faith,  he  came  from  JVitham ;  call'd  at 
4  Mr.  Grand s,  where  was  Mr.  Randal  Peel ,  and  got 
s  to  Melford  about  9  of  the  Clock  that  Night.  He 
6  turn'd  into  the  Lane  behind  the  Bull9  where  he  faw 
s  Mr.  Charles  Drew  at  his  Father’s  Back  Gate.  H& 

£  immediately  knew  him,  and  afked  him  to  go  down 
4  with  him  to  the  lower  Houfe,  which  he  did,  and  left 
4  his  Horfe  in  Mr.  Drew's  Field,  juft  by  the  Orchard  : 

6  They  went  away  {then)  to  the  lower  Houfe,  drank  a 
4  Dram  together,  and  went  back  again  ;  he  fetch'd  his 
4  Gun  and  went  down  Heart-latje  into  the  meadows. 

6  This  Informant  follow'd  him,  and  when  he  got  to 
4  Mrs.  Bowers's  back  Gate,  he  came  thro'  Mrs.  Bowers's 
4  Yard,  and  crofs'd  to  his  Father’s  Fore-door,  next  th^ , 

*  Street.  This  Informant  ftaid  a  little  while  at  the  Gate, 
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and  follow’d  him,  and  juft  as  he  got  up  to  Mr.  Drew* $ 
«  Fore-Door,  the  Gun  went  off.  Mr.  Charles  Drew 
4  immediately  came  out ;  went  tuck  the  fame  Way  into 
*  the  Meadows,  and  he  this  Informant  went  Part  of 
4  the  Way  with  him  towards  Lift  on-h  all  3  and  he  told 
4  him  lince,  he  hid  his  Gun  in  a  Hollow-Tree.  When 
4  he  came  out  of  the  Houle,  he  told  him,  he  had  done 
4  the  Jobb :  He  then  went  and  took  his  Horfe  out  of  the 
4  Field,  and  went  away  directly  to  Dunmow ,  where 
4  he  expected  to  meet  fome  Smugglers.  Mr.  Drew 
4  before  the  Fadt  was  committed,  gave  this  Informant 
4  eight  Guineas,  two  at  one  Time,  and  fix  at  another, 
4  a  few  Days  before  the  Fa£t  was  done  ;  this  Informant 
4  then  alked  him,  If  he  was  not  much  cone er tied  about 
4  the  Thing  f  He  anfwered,  No  ;  If  he  had  not  done  it , 
4  he  muft  have  been  ruin’d.  That  he  was  going  to  remove 
4  his  Mother ,  which  would  kill  her ;  then  he  would 
4  marry  again,  and  get  a  young  Family.  That  he  was 
4  obliged  to  borrow  money  of  Sir  Cordell  Firebrace ,  Mr. 
4  Standley ,  and  Mr.  Moor .  That  he  afked  his  Father 
4  for  Money,  and  he  told  him  he  might  come  and  write 
4  for  him,  and  he  would  pay  him  as  a  Hack-writer, 
4  and  then  he  might  pitch  of  his  Feet,  and  go  whither 
4  he  would.  That  this  Mr.  Charles  Drew3  promis’d  a 
4  1000  /.  if  he  would  keep  this  a  Secret .  That  he  has  had 
4  Money  from  him  divers  Times  lince  the  Fadt  was  com- 
4  mitted,  but  from  what  Hand  he  cannot  tell,  except  3 
4  Guineas,  which  his  Wife  had  from  the  Hand  of  JVal- 
4  ter  IVilby3  and  farther  faith  not.  *

ARLES  DREW,  othervyife  Thomas  Roberts,  lat# 
of  Long  Melflrd ,  in  the  County  of  Suffolk ,  Genu 
was  indicted,  for  that  he  not  having  God  before  his 
Byes,  on  the  31ft  of  Jan,  in  the  13th  Year  of  the 
Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Second,  Ring 
of  Great  Britain ,  &c,  with  Force  and  Arms,  at  Long « 
Melford  aforefaid,  in  the  County  aforefaid,  in  and  upon 
Charles  John  Drew ,  Gent,  in  the  Peace  of  God$  and 
our  faid  Lord  the  King,  then,  and  there  being,  feloniouL 
Iy,  wilfully,  and  of  his  Malice  afore-thought,  did  make 
an  Affault,  and  with  a  certain  Gun,  of  the  Value  of 
five  Shillings,  then  and  there  being  loaded  with  Gun¬ 
powder,  and  Pieces  of  Lead,  which  Gun  he  the  faid 
Charles  Dreiv  otherwife  Thomas  Roberts ,  in  both  his 
Hands,  then  and  there  had  and  held,  towards  and  againit 
the  laid  Charles  John  Drew ,  then  and  there  feloniouily*, 
wilfully,  and  of  his  Malice  afore-thought,  did  difcharge 
and  moot  off.  Pie  the  faid  Charles  Drew ,  otherwife 
Thomas  Roberts ,  then  and  there  well-knowing  the  faid 
Gun  to  have  been  loaded  as  aforefaid.  And  the  faid 
Charles  Drew  otherwife  Thomas  Roberts ,  with  the  Pieces 
of  Lead  aforefaid,  then  and  there  difcharged,  and  (hot 
out  of  the  faid  Gun,  by  the  Force  of  the  Gunpowder  as 
aforefaid,  him  the  faid  Charles  John  Drew ,  in  and  upon 
the  Left- Side  of  the  Body,  under  the  left  Bread:,  then 
and  there  felon ioufly,  willfully,  and  of  his  malice  afore* 
thought,  did  ftrike  and  penetrate giving  to  him  the 
laid  C .  J.  Drw,  then  and  there  with  the  Pieces  of 
Lead  aforefaid,  (fo  as  aforefaid  difcharged  and  fhot)  in 
and  upon  the  faid  Left-Side  of  him  the  faid  C,  J.  Drew $ 
under  the  left  Bread:,  one  mortal  Wound,  of  the  Breadth 
of  a  Quarter  of  an  Inch,  and  oT  the  Depth  of  fix  Inches* 
Of  which  mortal  Wound  the  faid  C.  J,  Drew ,  then 
and  there  inftantly  died.  And  fo  the  Jurors  for  our 
Lord  tfhe.  King  upon  their  Oath  do  fay,  that  the  faid 
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Charles  Drew ,  other  wife  Tbo.  Roberts ,  the  aforefaief 
'Cha,  Drew  in  Manner  and  Form  aforefaid,  felonioufiy, 
wilfully,  and  of  malice  a  fore  r  thought,  did  kill  and  mur- 
.  der,  againft  the  Peace  of  our  faid  Lord  the  King,  his 
Crown  and  Dignity. 

The  Prifoner  (before  the  Trial  began)  mov’d  the 
Court  by  his  Councel,  to  have  the  Caufe  put  off  to  the 
next  Affizes ;  alledging  that  a  material  Winefs  in  his  Be¬ 
half  could  not  at  this  Time  be  produced,  but  it  being 
the  Opinion  of  the  Court,  that  he  had  had  futtlcient 
Time  to  have  prepar’d /  for  his  Trial,  the  Profecutor 
.  was  order’d  to  proceed. 

The  Prifoner’s  Councel  then  took  Notice,  that 
they  had  been  credibly  inform’d*  Humphries  was  to  be 
admitted  an  Evidence  againft  the  Prifoner,  and  they 
humbly  apprehended,  that  as  Humphries  had  been  con¬ 
victed  of  Felony  fome  few  Years  ago  at  Chelmsford  Af¬ 
fizes,  and  had  not  received  . bis*  Majefty’s  Pardon,  he 
could  not  be  an  Evidence  in  this  Caufe.  And  to  prove 
the  Conviction  of  Humphries ,  they  call’d  one  who  was 
upon  the  Grand  Jury  at  thole  Affizes,  who  depofed. 
That  he  was  prefent  when  Humphries  received  Sentence 
of  Transportation  for  Felony.  But  the  Prifoner  not  be¬ 
ing  able  to  produce  the  Record  of  his  Conviction,  the 
Objection  was  over- rul’d. 

The  firft  Witnefs  that  was  call’d,  was  Chrifopher  Colby , 
who  depofed.  That  he  was  the  Decea  fed’s  Servant  at  the 
Time  of  his  Death,  that  he  went  to  Bed  about  9  the 
Night  the  murder  wars  done,  and  when  he  came  down 
Stairs  about  fix  in. the  morning,  he  law  his  Matter  lie  on 
the  Ground,  near  the  Office  Door,  and  thinking  he  was 
in  a 'Fit,  he  ran  up  again  to  a  Boy  who  was  his  Bed¬ 
fellow,  and  bid  him  get  up,  for  his  Matter  was  either 
dead,  or  in  a  Swoon,  and  his  Surprize  was  fuch,  that  he 
knew  not  how  he  got  either  up  Stairs  or  down ;  but 
when  he  had  call’d  the  Boy,  he  came  down  dircCtly,  and 
ran  out  at  the  Back-Door  to  the  lower  Houle,  and  told 
the  Family  his  Matter  was  either  dead  or  in  a  Fit.  Upon 
which  Air.  fames  Drew  and  Mrs.  Deborah  Drew 
came  up  to  the  Floufe ;  but  the  Witnefs  did  not  know 
at  the  Time  he  inform’d  them  of  this,  that  his  Matter

was  fhot.  He  added  that  the  fame  Night  he  was  killed; 
he  call’d  to  him  and  told  him,  hemuft  carry  a  Letter  in 
the  morning  to  the  Pol]:,  but  what  Time  of  the  Night 
this  was,  he  knew  not,  becaufe  he  had  been  afleep. 

J.ames  Drew  depofed,  That  he  wras  call’d  out  of  Bed, 
and  went  to  the  Deceafed’s  Houfe  with  one  of  his  Daugh¬ 
ters  ;  that  he  felt  his  Hands  and  Face,  and  thought  him 
dead  ;  that  he  was  laid  upon  a  Bed  fome,  Hours  after, 
and  then  he  found  5  Wounds  upon  him  ,  three  of  which 
■went  quite  through  his  Body. 

Lawrence  Rainbird ,  Surgeon,  fwore,  That  he  was 
fent  for  to  View  the  Body  of  the  Deceafed,  -while  the 
Coroner’s  Inquelt  wrere  fitting  ;  that  he  found  5  Holes 
in  the  Bread:  of  the  Deceafed,  and  3  in  his  Back  ;  and 
that  he  took  3  Balls  out  of  his  Body,  which  were  the 
Caufe  of  his  Death; 

Edward  Humphries  ( the  JuJpefled  Accomplice)  depofed. 
That  he  had  known  the  Prifoner  Charles  Drew  federal 
Years,  and  like  wife  the  Deceafed,  whom  he  had  employ¬ 
ed  in  feveral  Affairs.  That  he  had  heard  the  Prifoner 
fay,  he  wifh’d  his  Father  was  dead,  becaufe  he  never 
allowed  him  any  money,  and  he  had  been  oblig’d  to  bor¬ 
row  money  upon  Intereif  of  feveral  Perfons,  but  that  he 
never  heard  him  talk  of  killing  his  Father,  till  the  Night 
the  murder  was  committed  ;  at  which  Time  he  came 
from  With  am ,  and.  faw  the  Prifoner  at  the  Back- Gate  of 
the  upper  Houfe  belonging  to  his  Father.  That  he  did 
not  at  firft  obferve  whether  he  had  a  Gun  in  his  Hand  or 
not,  but  when  he  came  up  to  him,  he  took  Notice  he  had 
a  Gun  with  him.  That  he  (Drew)  hid  the  Gun  in  the 
little  Houfe  in  the  Orchard,  and  then  afked  the  Witnefs 
to  go  with  him  to  the  lower  Houle  (about  a  Quarter  of  a 
Mile  off)  that  he  went  with  him,  and  they  there  drank 
a  Dram  together  ;  after  which  the  Prifoner  afked  him  to 
accompany  him  to  Lyfton-hall ,  and  as  they  went  along, 
the  Prifoner  took  the  Gun  out  of  the  little  Houfe,  where  he 
had  hid  it,  and  went  forwards  towards  the Decealed’s Houfe 
while  the  Witnefs  follow’d  at  fome  Diftance.  That  he  faw 
the  Prifoner  at  the  Door  of  the  deceafed,  about  1 1  o’Clock, 
apd  heard  aNoife  at  the  fame  Time,  but  whether  it  was 
the  Report  of  a  Gun,  or  the  clapping  of  a  Door  he  could 
not  tell.  He  was  afked  feveral  Times  if  he  could  not 
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diftinguifh  the  Report  of  a  Gun,  from  the  Noife  made 
by  clapping  a  Door ;  and  he  perfifted  in  it,  thatjpie  knew 
not  whether  the  Noife  he  heard  at  that  Time  was  made 
by  a  Gun,  or  by  the  Falling- to  of  a  Door  ;  but  he  faid 
he  faw  the  Prifoner  come  out  of  the  Deceafed’s  Houfe  at 
that  Time.  Upon  his  being  call’d  upon  again,  and  inter¬ 
rogated  to  the  lame  Purpofe,  he  depofed  the  Noife  was 
like  the  Report  of  a  Gun.  He  farther  faid,  that  after  the 
Noife,  the  Prifoner  came  up  to  him,  and  they  both  walk¬ 
ed  the  Length  of  2  Fields  together  towards  Lift  on- hall , 
and  then  the  Prifoner  told  him,  the  Job  was  done ,  but 
what  was  meant  by  that  Expreflion,  he  faid,  he  could 
not  tell.  He  farther  depofed,  that  he  went  about  a  Quar¬ 
ter  of  a  Mile  with  the  Prifoner,  toward  Lyfion-hall ,  where 
he  left  him,  and  then  took  Horfe  to  go  to  Dunmore  to 
meet  fome  Perrons  there  that  Night.  That  he  was  after¬ 
wards  taken  up,  and  while  he  was  in  Cuftooy,  he  bor¬ 
row’d  20  /.  of  the  Prifoner ;  that  he  fent  a  Letter  ligned 
John  Smith ,  and  directed  it  to  Wm.  Mace ,  with  another 
enclofed  therein,  to  the  Prifoner  for  money,  but  whether 
this  20 /.  was  received  before,  or  after  he  fent  the  faid 
Letter  he  could  not  tell.  He  added  .that  about  a  Fortnight 
after  the  Murder  was  committed,  he  a  liked  the  Prifoner, 
If  he  ivas  not  concerned  at  the  death  of  his  Father  ?  That 
he  told  him,  he  zvas  not  \  for  if  he  had  liv'd  he  would  have 
ruin'd  the  Family.  That  the  Prifoner  told  him,  he 
would  do  fomething  for  him,  on  Account  of  the 
Acquaintance  they  formerly  had  had  together,  and 
that  he  heard  nothing  of  old  Mr.  Drez c/’s  Death, 
’till  after  he  had  been  in  London .  He  acknow¬ 
ledged  likewife,  that  the  Prifoner  had  promis’d  him, 
jooo  l,  if  he  could  keep  a  Secret,  but  what  that  Se¬ 
cret  was,  he  knew  not. 

Elizabeth  Elicit,  depofed,  that  (he  faw  Humphries , 
waiting  in  a  great  Coat,  not  'half  a  Stone’s  caff  from 
the  Door  of  the  Deceafed,  about  1 1  o’Clock  the  fame 
Night  he  was  Murder’d.  That  fhe  heard  a  great  Noife 
at  the  Deceafed’s,  about  one  in  the  Morning,  the  Caufe 
of  which,  fhe  knows  not  ;  and  that  foon  after  the 
Noife,  fhe  heard  a  Groaning,  as  if  a  Man  was  dying,

find  fomcthing  at  the  fame  Time  like  kicking  again#  a 
Door;  but  that  {he  was  fo  affrighted,  {he  durft  not 
venture  out,  to  fee  what  was  the  Matter.  She  like- 
wife  depofed,  that  fhe  had  feen  Humphries ,  divers 
Times-  be  fore  -  the  Com  million  of  the  Fadf,  waiting  a- 
bout  the  Door  of  the  Deceafed. 

Matthew  Atnbrofe^.  depos’d.  That  he  knew  both  the 
Prifoner ,  and  Humphries ,  very  well ;  that  he  faw  them, 
both  together  feveral  Times :  He  added,  that  the  Night 
after  the  Murder,  between  n  and  12  at  Night,  he 
was  leaning  over  a  Rail,  near  the  Deceafed’s  Houfe  ; 
that  the  Prifoner  was  then  coming  towards  the  faid 
Houfe,  and  when  he  was  got  pretty  near  the  Witnefs, 
(not  being  able,  he  fuppofes  to  diitingmfh  who  he  was 
in  rhe  Dark)  he  cry’d  out  with  fome  Emotion,  and 
-Surprize,  If  you  are  an  Evil  Spirit  depart ;  and  if 
you  are  a  Good  Spirit ,  fpeak  to  me . 

William  Ambrofe ,  Daniel  Mott ,  and  Daniel  Whit - 
tingham ,  wTere  call’d  next,  and  they  depos’d,  that  Hum¬ 
phries  had  apply’d  to  feveral  Perfons,  in  Order  to  en¬ 
gage  them  to  deftroy  the  Life,  not  only  of  the  De¬ 
ceafed,  but  the  Lives  like  wife  of  Mr.  Richardfon ,  and 
a  Woman  with  Child. 

Mr.  Richardfon ,  was  call’d  next ;  and  his  Evidence 
was  exactly  agreeable  to  his  Information.  See  Page 
(  18. ; 

Andrew  Grover ,  Conftable,  produced  the  Gun  [which 
Humphries  had  upon  him,  when  he  was  taken,]  and 
likewile  the  Cloaths  of  the  Deceafed  had  on,  when  he 
was  Murder’d. 

Humphries  fwore  the  Prifoner  came  to  his  Houfe  a- 
bout  12  the  Night  before  he  ( the  Witnejs )  was  taken, 
to  defire  him  to  come  next  Morning  for  that  Gun,  to 
get  it  clean’d  for  him,  and  being  afked  whether  the 
Noife  he  heard  was  like  the  Report  of  a  Gun,  he  laid 
it  was  a  great  Noife,  like  the  Report  of  a  Gun. 

James  Drew ,  fwore  to  the  Cloaths  produced  by  the 
Conftable. 

Mr.  Grover ,  depos’d  farther,  that  he  took  Humphries , 
in  the  Fields  with  that  Gun  upon  him  ;  that  after  he 
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had  fecured  him,  he  went  and  fearch’d  his  Houfe ;  and 
found  his  Children  playing  with  Bullets  inftead  of  Mar¬ 
bles,  and  upon  a  farther  fearch  found  a  Bag  of  Bullets, 
mix’d  with  Poifon. 

William  Mace ,  otherwife.  Captain  Ratt,  depos’d. 
That  the  Prifoner  Drew,  had  been  with  him  at  the  An¬ 
gel  and  Crown ,  in  Fleet-Lane ,  and  gave  him  three 
Guineas,  and  two  Half-Guineas,  to  go  down  to  Buryr 
and  fee  Humphires  in  Gaol,  to  consult  what  might  be 
done  for  his  ( Humphries’  s )  Service,  and  to  afliire  him, 
that  he  {Drew)  would  do  all  he  could  for  him,  and  that 
he  fhould  not  be  hang’d. 

J  G  — —  the  Younger,  of  Sudbury,  being 
bound  over  to  give  Evidence,  depos’d,  That  the  Prifo¬ 
ner  Drew ,  thought  proper  to  leave  the  Country  ;  and 
having  made  his  Will;  and  two  Letters  of  Attorney; 
and  a  Draught  for  conveying  away  his  Eftate  ;  he 
changed  his  Cloaths  and  came  up  to  London ,  where  he 
went  by  the  Name,  of  Thomas  Roberts.  He  was  call’d 
upon  to  produce  the  faid  Will ;  which  he  accordingly 
did,  and  it  was  read  in  Court  ;  by  which  it  appeared, 
that  the  Prifoner  had  bequeathed  the  Witnefs,  500  h 
and  had  appointed  him  his  Executor. 

Walter  Wilby ,  depos’d,  That  the  Prifoner  Drew ,  had 
fupplied  Humphries  with  Money,  feveral  Times  during 
his  Confinement  in  Bury  Goal. 

Jonathan  Keate,  one  of  the  Turnkeys  of  Newgate , 
was  called  in  next,  who  depos’d.  That  the  Prifoner 
while  he  was  in  Cuftody  there,  had  treated  with  him, 
in  order  to  his  making  an  Eicape  to  France.  That 
to  induce  him  to  confent  thereto,  he  had  given  him  a 
Note,  promifing  him  the  Enjoyment  of  half  his  Fortune ; 
and  another  to  oblige  himfelf  to  Hand  to  the  fame  A- 
greement,  though  he  fhould  receive  his  Majefty’s 
Leave  to  return  to  England.  And  that  the  Prifoner 
for  (the  Witnefs’s  farther  Security)  had  given  him  a  Bond, 
whereby  he  obliged  himfelf,  his  Heirs,  &c.  under  the 
Penalty  of  2000/.  to  pay  to  this  Witnefs  1000 1.  for  his 
good  Services, 
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DunotloyABrew ,  Efq;  gave  a  particular  Account  (agree-* 
able  to  that  confirmed  in  the  foregoing  Narrative)  of  his 
intercepting  the  Letter  from  Humphries ,  to  the  Prifoner 
in  London,  with  the  Manner  of  his  difcovering  and  appre¬ 
hending  the  Prifoner  ;  which  being  already  mentioned,, 
iieed  not  be  particularly  recited  here,  Mr.  timothy  Drew 
added,  that  the  Prifoner  when  he  was  before  Colonel 
De  Veil,  was  in  embroidered  Cloaths;  and  did  not  ap- 
pear  in  Mourning,  nor  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  a  Regard 
to  common  Decency  would  have  made  necefiary. 

Sarah  Wright's  Edviaenee  was  agreeable  to  her  Infor¬ 
mation  ;  fhe  depos  d.  That  the  Prifoner  and  Humphries 
were  fiequently  together,  before  the  Murder  was  com¬ 
mitted  $  ^and  that  irlumphries  had  laid  in  her  hearing,  . 

Divas  pity  the  Deceased  was  not  Jhotm  See  her  Exami* 
nation  p.  23. 

The  Council  for  the  Profecution,  alledgd,  that  the 
Prifoner  was  at  Humphries's  Houfe  the  Night  before 
(Humphries)  was  taken  up,  and  'like wife  the  night  after! 
In  Pi  oof  of  which,  they  call’d  Andrew  Grover ,  Mat - 

t  oew  Amorofe,  and  Thomas  Partridge ,  who  proved  the 
fame, 

Mr.  kichardfon,  being  call’d  again  depos'd,  That 
Humphries  had  often  declared,  That  it  was  no  more  Sitt 
dp  jhooi  old  Drew,  than  to  kill  a  Cat  or  Rat. 

'John  Fyke  depos’d,  to  the  fame  Effedf. 

Tr  ^ Pnlbner  caIled  two  Wi^efles  in  his  Defence., 
the  firft  was  the  Reverend  Mr.  Smith,  whofe  Evidence 

was  very  immaterial,  he  not  being  able  to  fay  much  in  the 
Prifoner  s  Behalf 

Ann  Chinnery  depos’d,  for  the  Prifoner,  That  he 

came  to  Mrs.  B  - - at  Lyflou-Hall  { the  Night  the 

ra  was  committed)  and  imrnediatety  on  his  coming 
m,  he  pulled  out  his  Watch,  and  faid,  ’tis  now  a 
Quarter  after  Eleven,  by  my  Watch.  She  was  afked. 
If  ^ere  vyere  any  Clock  in  the  Houfe  ?  She  anfwered, 

...  j  hem  wasj  infilling  upon  it,  that  thofe  were  the 
Words  the  Prifoner  fpoke,  when  he  came  in.  She- 
likewife  fwore,  that  the  Prifoner  lay  there  all  Night, 
and  Raid  till  7  o’clock  the  next  Morning.

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The  Council  for  the  Profecution,  then  'called  Mary 
Wellum  and  Daniel  Ford ,  who  both  depos’d.  That  Ann 
Chinn  cry,  had  told  them,  Charles  Drew  did  not  lie  at 
Lyfton-HalU  the  Night  his  Father  was  fhot. 

The  jury  having  confider’d  the  Evidence  on  both 
fides,  found  the  Prifoner  Guilty,  and  he  received 
entence  accordingly.
